Senate called to order at 10 o’clock by 
President Simmons, 

Prayer by Rev. David W. Patman, 
member of the House from Oglethorpe 
county. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

When the Senate adjourned on yester. 
day, it had under discussion the bill to 
protect and preserve u»'mpaired the right 
of trial by jury. 

Mr. Peavy resumed his argument ad- 
vocating the ». ssage of the bill. He in- 
troduced authorities to prove the fact 
that the principles of the bi"! were no 
new’irnovations, but okl and well estab 
lished. Hea'so read from decisions of 
the Supreme Cour. of Georgia, sustain 
ing the construction of the law es he 
contended for. Decisions that were 
made by the cour in 1855, and siace. 
He would not urge the possage of the 
bill cid it take away or deprive any one 
of any iight. No, his sole object was 


to protect and preserve unimpaired 
the right of trial by jury. 
lle contended that the court 


had no more right to take from the jury 
the right to judge of the law than the 
facts. Judges have been raised to office 
in the state not on account of their abili- 
ty but their servi ity to power, He asked 
tiie Senate if they were willing to uphold 
these judges? 

If true to their trust they would pro- 
fect the people in this right. He stated 
that the people had not the same right as 
under kivg, for under a king they did 
have the right to be tried bya jury. He 
intended to have the yeas aud uays ca'l- 
edon the question. He wanted the 
people to know who were w.'ling to give 
up the great right of trial by jury. If he 
did not vindicate the former decisions of 
the supreme court, he would feel himself 
disgraced, ‘lime would vindicate him 
in his position of defending the rights of 
the people. : 

{fe also fortified his position from Eavlish 
di cisions, 

lle stated that the sen-te could frame 
no lawsto protect the people from bad 
jurors, but that this bi!l was the t'’ng 
for the people. | 

If the senate desircd to inaugurate a 
courtof star chamber m Georgia, then 
they should come up and oppose this 
vill, but if they wished to sustain the 
rights of the people, then vote for it. 
CGirant’s intercerence in the affairs of 
South Carolina and Louisiana was as con- 
stitutional as the recent decision of the 
supreme court. He had as much author- 
ity for hiscondact. Where the law ends 
tyranny begins; this decision proves it. 
Ile said that it was revolting to com- 
mon sense to say that a jury should not 
lind « verdict in accordance with the law 
us Well as the facts. 

Mr. B.ancedid not expect to take 
part inthis debate. If the bill becomes 
a law, he argued that there were Cases in 
which the jury would be placed above 
the cout there judgments and opinions 
above the Judges. No man was more anx- 
ious to preserve and protect the rights of 
the people than himse'f. While he had 
every respect for the former members of 
the supreme cout., he could but feel 
that the rizhts of the people were equally 
as safe in the hands of the preset court.

Directions for Composting Manures. 


{From the Columbus Daily Times. } 
CoLumpus, Ga., Jan. 6, 1874, 

Editor Daily Tomes; It may not prove 
uninteresting to your readers, especially 
the farmers, to have by them valuable 
directions for composting manures. The 
result of our experience should be known 
to each other, and I hope that is sulll- 
cient apology for troubling you with this 
communication, . 

Many formulas are now being used for 
composting manures, and they are more 
or less valuable in proportion to the 
amount of Phosphoric Acid, Nitrogen, 
fammonia] potash, lime, and vegetable 
matter they contain. 

All these elements of plant food exist 
in stable, cowlot; and othcr domestic 
manures. But the quantity of domestic 
inanure made on the farm alone, and un- 
aided, is not usually adequate to manure 
all the cultivated land, It is thetfefore 
the imterest of the farmer to so increase 
the powers of his domestic manures » 
the addition of chemicals that he will 
be enabled to economically manure ail 
his cultivated lands every year, and there- 
by secure good returns for his labor. 

Phosphoric Acid is usually supplied to 
land in the form of ground bones, or 
some of the phosphates, 

Nitrogen is usually supplied in the form 
of nitrate of soda or sulphate of ammo- 


nia. 

Potash is usually supplied in the form 
of muriate of potash and ashes, lime is 
usally supplied in the form of common 
lime or land plastey. 

A good formula for combining all 
these, which may be varied to suit the 
land, or the particular crop intended to 
be grown, is as follows : 

Acid phosphiate.....,..0,.-,2+eeereee0e900 Lbs. 
Nitrate of soda or sulphate am- 


mMonia......-.+-.. apdglincsdeeed adsigs

Thoroughly mix the above ingredients 
with 20 bushels of cotton seed, or 10 
bushels of rich dirt; then the whole to 
about 1000 Ibs. of good stable or cowlot 
manure, taking care to moisten the whole 
by sprinkling on watey during the mix 
ing. Then let it stand under the shelter 
until planting time—if it is two or three 
months, se much the better. 

Wateh it, and if it should become very 
warm, it will be best to work it oyer to 
prevent excessive heat.

An Agricultural Commune. 


A few miles from Manheim, Garmany, 
an agricultpral commune has been in es- 
istence for several centuries. — It contains 
about 12,000 acres, of which one-third 
is arable land and under cultivation. 
The population is abont 4,000, The land 
is divided into lots, not by any arbitrary 
rule. thouch the largest cultivatordots not 
hold more than [0 acres, while a large 
majority do not exceed fifteen acres. 
About 1,800 acres are held in common 
or commune lands, and the entire forest 
era isso held. Everyone born in the 
valley is entitled to the use of a certain 
portion of both arable and timbered 


lands. The people are thriving, individ 
ually and collectively. ‘The commune is 
worth $500,000, and receives and spends 
annually, without taxation, $16,500. 
They pay for schools annually out of 
this amount $1,600. The cost of their 
dependent pooris but $800. Within a 
few years, finding themselves crowded, 
the commune borrowed money and paid 
for the emigration to America of 609 
persons. There are 1,050 heads of fam 
ilies and citizens, and the common land 
is divided into 550 lots.
